XTnder tlie abovje heading the Toronto 
G'fo&soE the 12 th insi has a long and 
■well-considered article on the politics of 
British ColumLia. After refen'ing to 

the cliango of Government and describ- 
ing the personnel of the now IMinistry, 
the Globe proceeds to say that "politics, 
>^ '« except in the moat purely local sen-se, 
do not appear to be known in British 
Columbia. Mr. Elliott, to supply the 
demands upon an empty treasury, and 
to provide for the impi'ovements whicli 
in Ontario vouUl he done chiefly by 
municipal authority, had to pass a law 
levying taxes on real and personal pro- 
perty. It is hardly denied that he and 
his colleagues have done much to ad- 
vance or develop local interests, but the 
new taxes have proved cxtvoinoly un- 
palatable, and wliat an Ontario tax- 
payer would regard as a most reason- 
able and necessary demand upon his 
pocket, has been loudly denounced as ty- 
rannical and arbitrary m British Colum- 
bia. Yet it is stated on the other hand 
that a Bill to levy taxes on real and 
personal property had been drawn up 
by, and was one of the bequests of the 
Walkem Government in 1876 to tlioir 
Buccessora. Not a little of this feeling 
has probably been due to the exagger- 
ated expectations lieUl out to British 
Columbia at the time tlioy entered into 
the Union with Canada. It must he 
admitted that nothing would have been 
less conducive to self-reliance and in- 
dependence than the idea, industriously 
circulated, that the Federal Govern- 
ment of the day coidd be relied uj)on to 
give whatever Britisli Columbia pleased 
to ask, so long as lier lialf dozen rep- 
resentatives voted squarely in tliat 
Government's interest. Even now some 
misty impression appears to prevail 
that tlio now Ministers may do some- 
thing more than their predecessors to- 
wards advancing the settlement of the 
"railway question." But, while it is 
certain that no manifestation of 
political feeling — sucii as is said 
to bD implied in the defeat of IMr. 
ElUott — ^vill cause the responsible Min- 
isters of the Crown at Ottawa to change 
in the least their policy in regard to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, it is equally 
true that no less justice will be done to 
British Columbia, no matter what may 
be tho character or sympathies of the 
Admuiistration for the time charged 
vrith the control of her local affairs. It 
has been abundantly demonstrated that 
to construct the Pacific Eailway or to 
select the route on sectional grounds 
would lead to endless confusion and 
loss to the public. It was not at all 
wonderful that a community suddenly 
attached to a country with which they 
had pre^dously no political connection 
whatever except as a remote dependen- 
cy of the same Empire, should have 
troubled little about Canadian politics, 
and looked far more to matters of pure- 
ly local interest. Nor can anybody bo 
at all surprised that in respect of an 
undertaking so essential to the pros- 
perity of the Province and so deeply 
allied to its progress a degree of sensi- 
tiveness should have been exliibitcd by 
British Colurnbian representatives at 
Ottawa to an extent overtopping all 
othei- preferences or predilictions. Yel 
it is onlij too obvious that British Cohuii- 
hia has suffered (jrcatb/ in the eslimatioii 
of the Do7ninio)i and in the vieasure of 
just influence she should be able to txcert 
by the choice she has made of some, per- 
haps most, of her members in the Domin- 
ion I'nrliament. It should be her aim 
to send her best men tc Ottawa, men 
of intellect and moral force, who would 
bo able to make their views respected 
in a deliberative assembly, and who, 
while championing tiie rights of their 
O'wn Province, would be able to look at 
every question from a national point of 
• ' .view. Ill this sense it is needless to say 
thai tJie delegation from British Golum- 
f '.Hbia has, as a iuholc,beeii miserably drji- 
cietit, and no local changes will have 
one-hundredth part of tlio cfiect on 
Britisli Columbia's welfare in relation 
to the Dominion that would ensue from 
a public spirited representation on the 
floor of the House of Commons, no 
matter what her members called them- 
selves, or with which political party 
they were allied."

LoKDOX, July 23. — special from 
Larnaca says a proclamation has been 
issued declaring that her majesty the 
Queen takes great interest in tho pros- 
perity of tho Cyriots and promising 
reforms and measures to promote agri- 
culture aud commerce. Fever is some- 
what prevalent in Cyprus. 

London', July 23. — Li the House of 
Commons this afternoon tho Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer announced the be- 
trothal of the Duke of Connaught, 
Quefen Victoria's third son, with Prin- 
cess Mario Louise of Prussia, daughter 
of Prince Frederick Charlea Tho Chan- 
cellor said he would move on Thursday 
tho ])rovision of a gi-ant for tho duke. 
Sir (Jliarles Dilke, radical, gave notice he 
would submit an amendment reciting 
that there is no constitutional precedent 
for such an application. 

LONDONf July 23 — The return match 
between Capt. A. H. Bogardus, the 
Amorieaii jiigeon shot clianqiion, and 
Pennel of Hurlingliam Park and tho 
gun clubs, took place to-day. Tiiey shot 
at one hundred birds each for one 
thousand dollars aside. The match was 
won by Bogardus by two birds. 

RoMK, July 23, — Tolegi-ams from 
Genoa, Palermo, Brescia, Pavia, Re- 
gio, Demelia, Turin, Pestoga, and Ter 
rara describe the meetings in those 
cities yesterday in favor of an Italian 
irredenta as enthusiastic; resolutions 
of the character passed at Naple.s, Sun- 
day, and at Paleleama theatre yesterday 
were voted. Demonstrations were also 
made in the Goldouia theatre, Ancona, 
at Arinabrunsti and Bologna, and in 
two streets of Naples, where cries were 
raised of "Viva Trieste." Meet- 
ings will be hold at Milan, San Reno 
and Venice on Sunday next. A band 
of musicians in Piazzo was obliged to 
play Garibaldi's hymn several tunes in 
answer to the demands of tho crowd. 
Tlie demonstration was finally ended by 
a band of young men parading the 
streets singing songs and shouting 
"Abasso Conti" and "Viva la guorra." 
Moderate liberals attribute the demon- 
stration to ultramontanes. 

London, July 23. — Referring to the 
requirements of sentimental usage in re- 
lation to the proceedings of tlie Italia ir- 
rendenta party tho Direlli says tlic gov- 
ernment is fully aliv* to its duties and 
obligations towards a friendly power 
and is determined to act up to them. 
A system of overt friendship and latent 
conspiracy may suit a weak government 
which has all to gain and nothing to lose 
by an adventiu'ous jjolicy; but between 
great states there can only exist either 
open friendship or open hostility. It 
would be an act of perfidy to cast ujion 
the government the resijonsibility of an 
agitation which ia in a gi-eat measure 
especially directed against itself. The 
article concludes by expressing deep re- 
gret at the present agitation. The Lib- 
erata observes that the attempted de- 
monstration did not have the results 
hoped for by its imprudent, fanatical 
promoters in consequence of the cahn 
and dignified attitude of the population. 
La Capital!, regrets the denionHtration 
which, it avers, was organized either by 
some thoughtless individuals or by 
agents of those de.sirous of stirring up 
agitation in Italy. 



EASTERN STATES. 
Chicago, July 2.1 — Private rejiorts 
and specials to jxipcrs hero indicate that 
tho first reports of the damage to tlie 
.wheat crop in M inncsota, Wisconsin, and 
Iowa by storms and hot weather were 
much exaggerated and the crojis will be 
nearly as large as last year, jierlmps 
larger.

London, Jidy 23. — ^A Constantino- 
ple dispatch says that in consecjuence 
of tlio commencement of the evacuation 
of Shumla, the Russians announce tho 
departure from Turkey of a portion of 
their troops in six weeks, and that the 
remainder will retire into Eastern 
lloumelia.

A VICiOBO US STAXn TO BE TAKEN 
IN PARLIAMENT. 



EUROPE. 

London, July 20. — At the annivers 
ary of the establishment of the Liberal 
Association of Bermondsey street, Lon 
don, to-night, Mr. Gladstone made f 
long spcecli, in which he begged to de- 
cline resuming the leadership of the 
Liberal party. Ho powerfully attack 
ed tho manner in which tho people had 
lately been governed. No despotic 
government in Europe would have 
dared to do what this cabinet had done, 
accepting such responsibilities unknown 
to the people. Ho criticized the treaty 
cf Berlin whereby England consented 
to replace under tho despotic rule of 
Russia, Bessarabia, which belonged to 
free Roumania. Russia retains her 
claim to a heavy indemnity which she 
can always nuiko a pretext for war. At 
the same time the treaty destroys the 
integrity and independence of Turkey. 
With regard to a convention with 
Turkey only one epithet is possible, 
namely, an insane covenant. Nono of 
the great English statesmen of tho last 
forty years would have signed it. It is, 
to our shame, a convention of absurdity 
and duplicity. It is odious to every 
valuable feeling of tho country, and 
has alienated the friendship of Ml 
foreign powers. England has sold 
Bessarabia to Russia ; the brave Mont- 
enegrin conquests to Austria's jealou.sy 
and selfishness ; tho Greeks to Turkey, 
and, lastly, Turkey licrself to England. 
Gladstone concluded by hoping the 
ministry would shortly be judged by an 
appeal to the country. 

London, July 21. — W. R Forster, 
presiding at the Cobden club dinner 
last niglit, made a speech on the eastern 
question, taking the samo general 
gi'ounds against tlie governmont's policy 
as Mr. Gladstone. Ho said he and 
other liberals had hesitated to challenge 
the government while negotiations were 
pending, lest a strong opposition might 
encourage Russia in her warlike atti- 
tude, or a weak one encourage our own 
rulers. But he declared tlie liberal 
leaders have now agreed tliat they will 
make their protest and take a division 
regardless of their weakness or strength. 
They will give the country ojiportunity 
by long debate and thorough ventila- 
tion of tlie subject to nmturely consider 
whether or not it approves of tho gov- 
ernment's acts. 

London, July 20. — A correspondent 
of tlio Edinburgh Scotehmna says tho 
British cabinet has finally resolved not 
to dissolve the parliament this year. 

CALIFORNIA 

Sax Fuancisco, July 22. — J. W. 
Gasiiwiler, a well known stock oper- 
ator, was arrested at the instance of 
Samuel II. Brook^, a broker. The 
complaint is that Gashwilerr epresented 
to Brooks that he was a man of medus 
and desired plaintifl" to buy on his ac- 
count' 2,000 shares of Julia. Brooks 
bought, paying $13,000. Gashwilcr 
failed to come up with the money, and 
Brooks was obliged to throw the stock 
on the market at a loss of §2,800, 
which he seeks to recover. 

J. W. Tripp has been arrested on a 
charge of felony in aiiprojiriating a 
large amount of stock belonging to five 
mining companies. 

J. B. Armstrong has brought suit 
against the Safe Deposit Company to 
recover §200,000.

A general court of t.lio Hutlaoii Bay 
Conii).iny was held on tlio 22n(l iilt. at tlio 
City Tonninu.s Hotel. Tho Right Hon. 
G. J. Goaiicii, M.P., the Governor, pro- 
Bided, and in moving tlie adoption of tho 
rei)ort, said ho nooct hardly assuro tho 
Bhareholdors that if it wore unplcaHant for 
them to attend the niocting and know 
they wore going to receive no dividend, it 
waa still nioro unploa.i:iiit for tlio Direc- 
tors. They were exlrcinely grateful for 
tho forbearanco and patience wliich they 
had reeoirpd from tho groat bulk of their 
ahareholdora, and which tliey had sorely 
needed in their continued efibrta to dc^ 
tlio best they could in tho trying circum- 
stances of the moment. Tho ditlbrence 
botwcon the roaults of the trade of 1870, 
aa compared with the results of tho trade 
of 1875, was mainly duo to a furtlior fall 
in tho price of furs. Owing to tho dis- 
tance of tho posts, and their scattered na- 
ture, there v.-as great difticulty in conniiu- 
nicating witli them, and a good deal of 
time must elapse after a fall in prices in 
Europe before business could bo contract- 
ed on an altered scalo on tho other side. 
They had now positive information that a 
reduction in the tarifTs was in operation, 
and they would endeavor to purchase so 
as to leave a profit oven at present prices. 
In 1870 they sulFered by having to 
rfoU at a reduced price what they 
had paid a high price for, and now 
ho hoped tho reverse would liappon. 
Another great element of prosperity or of 
misfortune was to tho quantities of furs 
■which they obtained, and tlic quantities 
had been fairly kept up. There had boon 
starvation at certain p(.>inta of their terri- 
tory among tho Indians. The Coinp.iny'3 
prosperity depended, to a certain extent, 
on tho woU-uoing of tho Indians. Tlie 
Company was essentially necessary to the 
outlying districts of Canadian territory, 
and he thought they nn'ghtput this forward 
when tlioy had to negotiate diflicult and 
intricate matters with tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment. In conclusion, he said the finan- 
cial condition of tho company was exceed- 
ingly satisfactory. Tliey had reduced tho 
capital employed by tho company, and, 
notwithstanding the bad times, their cash 
and securities had increased as coini)ared 
with last year. Mr. Eden Colvile, the 
Deputy-Governor, seconded tlie motion, 
when considerable discussion followed. In 
reply to questions, the Governor said the 
stationary balance of £800,214 had always 
been assumed to represent tho land and 
that portion of the capital of tiie comiwny 
which was invested in its posts and lands, 
and it would only be subject to fluctua- 
tion by tho sale of a portion of these lands. 
Wlien tho Oregon claims were settled tho 
amount wan reduced to its present figures 
from £1,073,070, and tho capital was also 
reduced to £1,700,000 from .£2,000,000. 
The accounts were balanced tlirough tho 
undivided profits. An amendment was 
moved to the eflect that a dividend of -Is. 
per share should bo paid out of the un- 
divided profits of £20,000, but tho chair- 
man said tho Board disapproved the pro- 
position. Tho amondmont was rejected, 
Riid tlio report was subsequently adopted.

We directed atten- 
tion particularly to dotoriuino tho prosenco 
of organic matter. A colour tost, suffi- 
ciently accurate for tho purpose, was 
adopted, comparisons being mado be- 
tween the three !<pecime>is sent, pure dis- 
tilled ivater, and city water (drawn this 
day, Tuesday, 23rd July.) The relative 
degrees of orgsiiic matter present are here 
conveniently shown br figures. Distilled 
water being pure is taken as a standard : 
Distilled water, fcity water, 5j No. 1, 
5; No. 2, 1; No. 3, 2. . 

Specimen No. 2 was selected for futhor 
comparison with the city water. A \m\t 
on evaporation gave the following result : 
No. 2 reaidiio 0.250 graiius ; city water 
residue 0.500 grains. These residues are 
chiefly chlorides of calcium and alumininia 
mixed with organic matter. On burning 
the residues tho following was the result : 
In No. 2, earthy matter, 0.250 grains ; 
organic matter, a trace. In city water, 
earthly matter, 0.250 grains; org.anic 
matter, 0.250 grains. 

The above figures will show tho super- 
iority of No. 2 over tho present water 
supplied. Mr. Gastineau informs us that 
tho specimens aro from Elk Lake, No. 1 
being from tlie bottom of the lake, depth 
28 foot; No. 2 lialf way down and No. 3 
from tho surface. Both No. 2 and 3 are 
good soft water, clear, limpid and taato- 
loss. No further examination was mado 
as tho time was short. 

From tho Water "Cominissioner report- 
ing on matters referred to him at pre- 
, vious inoctlngs. 

A report was also read from tho Col- 
lector oil tlio application of Messrs. 
, Mooro, Nuttall and others for an exton- 
I tioii of the water main along Dallas road, 
j Montreal and Quebec streets to their resi- 
dences.

Dalliy. said tho only charge lie 
had to bring against the water conimia- 
sionor was that ho had not suiliciont time 
io attend to tho waterworks and he there- 
fore thought that it was in the interest of 
the ratepayers that some person should bo 
appointed who would find time to atteiid 
to them. 

Coun. Williams said that if the Mayor 
was going to rulo tho Council and put 
just what motion ho pleased then it was 
no uao any one of tho councillors attend- 
ing at an evening. Tho Mayor must eith- 
er put the motion or resign and he would 
sit till 12 o'clock at niglit to see that tho 
Mayor put the motion. 

Ooun. Shakespeare said no ohaiige was 



brought against the water commissiouer, 
and ho thought Mr. Gastineau would find 
enough to do .as surveyor osiiccially ii3 it 
is proposed to make a survey of the city. 
Ho failed to seo any reason why tlie mo- 
tion should not be put and would sit in 
his seat till moniing and see- that the 
Mayor put the motion. 

Coun. Redfom said ho was glad to see 
that tho Mayor had taken a decided stand 
in this matter. It was most i_inj)roper to 
dismiss any oftiei:d without just cause. 
Coun. Dalby's motion was a very strange 
one. He desired to discharge an ollicial 
because ho liad too much work to do in- 
stead of giving him assistance. He con- 
sidered His Worship was perfectly justi- 
fied in refusing to put the motion.

Groat Sowers Burst an& tho Motropo- 
lltan T7ndore:roimd Railway 
-DelusedL 



(From the London Dally News.) 

A few minutes before 1 o'clock peals 
of distant thunder dissipated all doubt 
whether the o\-ercharged^ atmosphere 
indicated blight or storm. As soon as the 
sky becamo generally clouded tho storm 
burst forth, and raged violently for at 
least an hour. The lightning was vivid 
in the extreme, and tho peals of tluuidor 
which occurred in rajiid succession 
seemed to shako tho roofs of tlie houses 
over which they burst. Tiio~rain was 
simply tro[)ical, and mingled as it was 
with hailstones, it poured down in coii- 
tiiiuous slieets, inundating in tho course 
of half an hour both the gardens of the 
houses and public roadways. 

The fury of the storm put a stop to 
all traffic. Not a soul was in the streets 
and few occupants of houses ventured 
to the window for fear of tho continu- 
ous vivid flashes of ligliining. Tho 
downpour lasted for nearly an hour, 
during which jieriod a semi-darkness 
prevailed. The roadways were literally 
running stroams for the <!?me being, 
and after the storni had abated those 
who liad put in for shelter resumed 
their journeys under any thingbut favor- 
able circumstances; somo of them were 
obliged to bare their feet and plod their 
way through the rushing waters. 

The groat sewers bur.it at King's 
Cross and in a few minutes the Metro- 
politan JRailway line from that station 
was deluged with water to beyond tlie 
Farringdon street station, where even 
the platforms wero flooded. Traflic on 
this part of the line was .suspended for 
about half an hour, after which, though 
the water continued to flow along tho 
line, it found an outlet on tho low level 
line which dips under the older line be- 
tween Farringdon .street and King's 
Cross. Tho lower level was speedily 
covered to the depth of six feot with 
water. 

A hundred men were promptly set to 
work to repair the broken sewer, and 
threo steam fire engines of tho Metro- 
politan Fire Brigade wero brought to 
Farringdon street to ]iuinp the water 
out of tho lower tunnel. Owing, how- 
ever, to the fact that a railway line is 
by no means so well suited for the pas- 
sago of tliese engines as a common road, 
no small amount of difliculty liad to be; 
encountered before these oiiginos could 
be got to work. The driver of one, 
thinking to yet rapidly down to the 
scene of action, unluckly got tho hind 
wheels entangled in some way with the 
metals, so that the rear platform of the 
engine was pulled ofT, and tho engine 
had to be half mounted on a small 
truck. With all the care which was 
taken of the other two engines, it was 
7 o'clock before they could be got to 
work, nnd by that time the water was 
eight feet in depth in the lower tunnel.
